HI Paso, Tex., October 22, 1899. — I have the honor to report that dur- 
ing the week ended October 21, 1899, there arrived on the Mexican 
Central Railway 1 man and a boy from the City of Mexico without cer- 
tificates. The man wanted to vouch for the boy that he had not been 
anywhere farther than the City of Mexico, but himself could not prove 
his whereabouts prior to his leaving the City of Mexico. I have been 
informed that he had been an engineer on the road from Vera Cruz to 
the City of Mexico. I had them both detained seven days and their 
baggage disinfected. No passengers from Tampico, Mexico.
